BILL TO BE INTRODUCED IN 
LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 


; 1903 ORDINANCE REPEALED, 

An Ordinance to amend’ the law 
relating ta stowaways will be 
introduced into the Legislative 
Council‘ at an early. date states |:

The objects and reasons of the 
new Bill are” stated by the 
Attorney * General to be: that 
Section 3 of the Stowaways 
Ordinance, 1903, is ‘difficult to|™ 
construc.. The first difficulty | is 
dealt with in the bill by making it 
an offence to be on the ship with 
intent. 
therefore eliminated, Clause 4 of 
the bill provides that.if a person is

‘(From Oitr Own en Correspondent. ) 
PAKKAI, KONGMOON, April 25. 
Anxicty-is felt here at the re- 

port that Ju Cheuk-man fs to be 
given the command of the Kiangsi 
troops. who are stated to be com- 
ing here for zarrison purposes. It 
will be recalled that Ju is not 
on good terms with ex-Admiral 
Chan Chak whose troops are still 
here nominally under the command 


sof Chan Sikkim. ‘Little can be 


spoken of the Kiangsi adventurers 
beyond a rumour they that are 
supposed to have been’ handits 


. |. under the notorious “ White Wolf.” 


There is also another report to 
the effect that not the ‘Kiangsi 
troops but General Hsu Shung-chi 
$s duc here. At any-rate, there are 
whispers of the soldiers who have 
found a hunting-ground here 
prepazing to resist any trespassing 
on their pastures and to surround 
the newcomers if they do come, 
If any fighting does eventuate it 
will not be the military’ who will 
be hurt but the civil population. 

itherto the gambling monopoly 
has been run by local militarists 
who appropriate the revenues (a 
few thousand dollars a day) for 
their own expenses, Canton has. 
ugiven the ‘monopoly . to another 
merchant so that they can reccive 
the revenues direct. Protests are 
being made from Kongmoon daily 
by the local'’commanders whoclaim 
that without the gambling revenues | 
they cannot pay their way.

Tau Mun (S.W. river 
delta) have. been’. fired at by 
pirates in the vicinity of Wang 
Chung for (non. compliance with 
request. for ‘safe conduct” money. 

Now that the militury pressure 
on‘the East Riverfront has ceased 
up itis expected that trouble will 
be diverted here as the various 
factions will be'on: the watch for 
opportunities fo gain a footing.
